REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed May 14, 2004. In the Office 
Action, claims 1-7 and 18-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) and claims 1 and 18 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103. Particularly, claims 1-7 and 18-24 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,532,088 issued to Dantu and claims 1 
and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over Dantu. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant notes with appreciation the Examiner's indication of allov^able subject matter. 
The Examiner objects to claims 8-10 and 25-27 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but indicates that the claims v^ould be allov^able if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has amended 
independent claims 1 and 18 to include all of the limitations of dependent claims 8 and 25, 
respectively, and has cancelled claims 8 and 25, without prejudice. Applicant respectfully 
requests that independent claims 1 and 18 and all claims that depend therefrom be allowed.
